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U. S. Puts First Man In Space Looking Back .. 
While Millions Watch, Pray 


Frowning intently, 12 girls leaned 
around a green portable radio in Al- 
pha commons. Hushed city students 
stared at the brown radio in their 
lounge, carefully listening. A nun 
walked slowly down the corridor of 
Rose O'Toole hall, a transistor radio 
pressed against her ear. 


At last the endless countdown 
reached zero—Alan B. Shepard Jr., 
the first American astronaut was 
hurled into space aboard a Mercury 
spacecraft. Clarke students and fac- 
ulty rejoiced with the nation as the 
happy news came over the radio. 
“All OK.” Everything worked fine. 


Feeble attempts at “sick” jokes 
broke the tension among listening 
groups, and many girls hastily 
swallowed amazingly large knots in 
their throats. 


But it was a happy day as Ameri- 
cans eagerly talked of Mr. Shepard, 
his accomplishment, and his family. 
This was something to be proud of: 
a human being—an American—has 
performed useful chores while flying 
through space. This is a great step 
forward in man’s conquest of the 
heavens. 


“The successful shot puts the 
United States back into the space 
race with Russia,” claimed radio com- 
mentators. “Does this bring us closer 
to world peace, or to nuclear war- 
fare?” rang in many hearts. 


There are two especially inter- 
esting points concerning this great 
event. The first noticeable factor is 
the surge of rea! patriotism which 
so many Americans experienced 
during and after the launching. Ev- 
eryone knew about the flight, and 
everyone felt a real emotion. Per- 
haps not since V-J Day, such a 
hazy memory now, have so many 
Americans coughed through an 
aching throat, and blinked scratchy 
eyes quickly, as their hearts beat 
hard with the wonderful news. 


After so many tales of Ugly Ameri- 
cans, after watching grim evidence of 
declining prestige in the world, the 
United States has accomplished some- 
thing very proud. 


The second interesting aspect of 
the American astronaut adventure is 
the contrast that can be drawn be- 
tween Mr. Shepard’s journey and 
Soviet cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin’s 108- 
minute orbit of the world, April 12. 


Perhaps engineers and scientists 
can debate which flight was tech- 
nically more perfect or more prof- 
itable. But from a journalistic view- 
point, press coverage and informa- 
tion available concerning the two 
events are strikingly different. 


Millions of Americans lived and 
hoped and prayed the moments of 
the countdown with Alan Shepard 
and -with Cape Canaveral personnel. 


"Ars you Sure Tm not up 
too high?” 


The nation was “in” on those historic 
moments, whether success or failure 
resulted. If the flight had been un- 
successful—God forbid—the radio au- 
dience throughout the United States 
would have witnessed it. 


Citizens of the Soviet Union 
learned of their cosmonaut’s adven- 


ture only after he was safely aloft— 
and indeed, as Newsweek, April 24, 
put it, “the Russians had indeed gone 
out on a limb and told the world of 
the launching before its satellite ship 
was back down safely.” 


This is a prime example of dif- 
ferent propaganda methods, and it 
is a prime example of the dichot- 
omy of two systems of government 
and of two different ways of life. 


Soviet citizens are justly proud of 
their pioneer spaceman, Yuri Gagar- 
in. And United States citizens are 
justly proud of theirs, Alan Shepard. 
These are surely names that someday 
will be memorized for history tests. 


Since Americans are traditionally 
rooting for the “underdog,” it does 
not seem to matter too much that one 
flight took place 23 days before the 
other. 
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With graduation so near for the class 
of ’61, it is time to evaluate the four 
years spent at Clarke. The Courier 
asked the following question of four 
seniors. 

“Judging from your own college ca- 
reer, what advice do you have for un- 
derclassmen which would insure a 
successful college life?” 


I advise underclassmen to set goals— 
proximate and ultimate—in their spiritual 
and scholastic lives, and to review their 
progress toward these goals, often. 


Secondly, I believe it is imperative to 
form good study habits early, through sen- 
sible organization of time. 


And lastly, electives add seasoning to 
education; choose them from MANY de- 
partments.
